AND POLICE CLASH 

Riot When Freshmen Break 
up Sophomore Banquet 



Boston, Mass, Nov. 6— Five stu 
dents of the Massaiihusetts Institute 
of Technology appeared In court here 
today on charges of malldous do- 
■striictlon of property during one of 
the most Hen.s.itional culleglatc riots 
ever waged In this city. Sears L. 
H.'Ulett. of Brookllnc, a -sophomore, 
w.-is the first to bo dealt ■with and was 
..sentenced to five days in the House of 
Correction. Uo appealed ajid bail wtis 
set at i300. 

The riot which finally a.s.'îuincd the 
proportions of a serious battle with 
the police reserves during \\'hlch 
several thousan-d of dollars' worth of 
property was destroyed, started when 
400 Freshmen attempted to break up 
the annual sophomore banquet with 
tear gas bombs, and later came to 
hand to hand encounter with the 
sophomores . 

After a tew minutes of fighting an 
armistice was declared and'tiie cnob 
600 strong started up Massachussett 
avenue for Harvard Square. Automo- 
biles were wrecked on the way and 
trolley ears were slopped their win- 
dows broken and wires cut. The Uni- 
ver8it.v theatre in the square was 
stormed as well as the police station 

The students then "crashed the 
gate" of the subway and took posses- 
ion of à two car train, riding into 
Boston free of charge. One woman 
pas.'iciiger falnte<l during the ride caj 
windows were pulled out olcctrllc 
lights broken and fire extinguishers 
emptied. 

In Boston the rioters blocked traf- 
fic al Tremont and Boylston streets 
by .-itopplng automobiles, tearing off 
their number plates and doing other 
damages. Chaseil from that section 
by police re.scrves they went to a 
public ball'i-oom farther up Boylstun 
street and wrecked Its furnishing to 
the extent of $2,000, according to the 
maiiagement. 

From here police reserves finally 
siicoet>tleil la moving the frantic col- 
legians back lo lhair native shores — 
the North bank of the Charles. 

'I'he cases of Prescott D. Orout 
.Sydney C. Hanlwlck, jr. Charles B. 
Lyons and .\rnold .\. Smith, were 
continued for two weeks after they 
had pleaded not guilty. 

J'lulge Stone in .>ieutuncinK Uallett 
said: "The days have gwie by when 
you can' do suoh things. That sort of 
thing mi.ght go at a country eollego 
bill not here."

"RAH" ''here To'^TAY, 

College yells come and go, but "rah" 
goes on forever. 

I'Vnin the big tinlvorslty with Its 
IhouRands of sliidnnts, to the .little 
grade school, with Just enough atu- 
donls to form a team, a survey of yell.^ 
used shows tho Ingenuity of ambitious 
cheer leaders tn coining now phrases 
lo nliocr lliolr startdard-bcarors on to 
viclor.v— or defeat. 

Zip, boom, hike, these are shown 
preference by some schools, while 
irthers hnvc their own pet works, few 
schools there are that do not boast of 
sonic particular producer ot enthu- 
Hiantn I hut they cull their own. But 
try to find the school that does not 
use "roh." 

"There's a reason," says Professor 
George M. MoNIght of tho department 
of Gnglisb, who.se chief delight is to 
delvo Into tho misty past In search of 
the origin of English words. 

"Rail," said Professor .McNlght, "Is 
an American college abbreviation ot 
tho word 'hurrah,' for centuries nn ex- 
pression of supreme exultation. Ac- 
cm-dlng to .Mori?, Hey ne in Grimm, 
hurrah was the battle-cry ot Prussian 
soldiers In the war of liberation (1812- 
1913) and has since been a fa%'orlte 
cry of soldiers and sailors, and of 
exultation. American use of the word 
is given its first mention In 1386 by J. 
Diinloii. who In his Letters from New 
Kngland suld, " captain ordered all his 
guns to fire; at which they all of 
them (which were about twenty) filled 
the very heavens with hurras and 
shouts." 

Hurrah, In anotiier form, was nien- 
lioned by Wood in Life in 1984 which 
said, "The prisoners In Lancashire are 
discharged a great hurray follow- 
ed." The word Itself is a modification 
of the old term "huzza," perhaps mere- 
ly duo to onomatopoeic niodlCiciitioni 
but possibly influenced by the Swe-^ 
dl.Mli, Danish, and low German "hurra," 
the Dutch "boera," and the Russl.tn 
"ura." The Russian "ura" was the 
shout of atlaolt. of the Cossacks. 

Professor McKnlght believes the 
American college abbreviation of "rah" 
had its inception among the Kastcrn 
"Big Throe," Yale, Harvard, and 
Princeton, and gradually sp'read over 
the continent, an easy matter because 
of the niiiltaiy fervor Instilled in per- 
sons by tho then favorite cry, "hooray."

NONE TRULY EDUCATED 
UNLESSJELL READ 

Library Should Not l>e Used 
Only for Feferencc 



Philadelphia, Pa.. Nov. li.— (By Ex- 
change Service)— "As ii, supplcjucnt 
to my lectures in this course, 1 want 
all t:he members of my class lo roiid 
the list of books which I am about to 
distribute. 1 will ace that they are puli 
on the shelf at the reference desk 
right awny." Tlils statement sounds 
rather familiar, doesn't It'/ At least 
.a dozen times a year and from almost 
every professor wo receive tho jtbovo 
notice, or rather, warning. And be- 
cause w'c know that we must have this 
reading done .before a stated time, it 
becomes a test and not .a pleasure as 
it .should be. Some evening when we 
have nothing better, to do, or when wc 
have an off hour between -classes wc 
manage to find enough .nonbitlon to 
walk down to the library and spend 
an hour, hardly ever more, going 
through the assigned readings. Then, 
when tho task h.os been completed, wo 
lMirr>- back to the house for a bridge 
game or down to the show. 

The average student goes to the li- 
brary only to glance hastily over his 
assIgnnienWKa^^that being finished, 
leaves at once. He sees nothing of the 
splendid collection of books wbioh fill 
the shelves and stacks of the read- 
ing rooms. Books on Ftiilosophy, Psy- 
chology, English, Hjstorj', Fiction and 
untold other tofplcs line the iirallB but 
they are usually regarded as only the 
assignments which another unlucky 
fellow has to nxid in connection with 
some so-called "stiff course. 

In this attitude he 'Is passing up 
a wonderful opportunity to better him- 
self. If the student is to eain a thor- 
ough knowledge of the subject undof 
study lie must read certain standard 
works which are the results of re- 
search and Investigations on the pait 
of eminent studenls and scholars. But 
he should not restrict himflolf to these 
books alone. "No man can be truly 
educated or successful , in life unless 
he is a reader ot good boolis," said 
Benjamin Franklin, our foiwdcr.' 

Know your library, then. Spend an 
hour or two occasionally looking over 
its shelves. Cultivate the habit of 
reading works on worthwhile Hubjects. 
1'lme spent under the influence of 
great books Is time wefl spent.
